It is the ccstom of the Loi to help 
travellers through his country... We 
sejured 2 Hainanese guide to take 
us to the first Loi village. The men 
of this village were all away on a hunt 


shouldered.“his-gun and escorted, us | 7 
to the next village on our route and 
gave us over to the care of its headman’ 
who sent two of his young men 
toshow us the: road. We were thus 
passed on from village to village during 
the eight days of our journey until 
we reached Hainanese territory again. 
Getting guides was not an easy matter 
in nome villages when even the bead- 
man was away on a hurt. In such 


. 4 cases the guides who brought us were 


obliged to take us one stage farther. 
We were outwitted on seyeral ocea- 
sions when our guides took us to the

THE ‘FIVE FINGER MOUNTALSS. 


« For two days we travelled along 
in eight of ‘the famous Five Finger 
Mountains : While not the highest in 
Hainan, there is much of romance 
and mystery ‘cornected with. them 
in the minds ofthe Hainanese. 

~ The: Sang-boe River iz a beditiful 
stream which we crossed and re- 
crossed 22 times in all, in. following 
it toward its source in the Five Finger 
‘Mountains. The long _ continued 
drought made it possible-to ford -the 


tiver on, horseback, and the drought 


was-also responsible for the absence 
of leeches, those pests of the hilly 
interior in moist weather. 

The Lois know something of the 
art of irrigating. They tap a stream 
at some distance shove their" fields 
and get a good flow of water in their 
ditches, To. carry water over a 
narrow cross gully, they use a trough 
made.from a hollowed-out tree trunk. 
In other places hollow bamboos serve 
as weter pipes.

- Petain.supremely so, as a disloyal in- 
triguer against the superior authority 
of the War Board—that is, really, of 
Foch;'Haig in the second degree, as a 
dupe and assistant of Petain! 
Clemenceau in some minor degree. as 
an.accessory to Petain’s insubordin- 
- ation. Captain Wright describes how, 
_ ‘in the wiuter of 1917-18, the Executive 
War Board--that is, Foch, Wilson, 
’ Bliss (the: American), and Cadorna— 
gotto work, with full authority to 
co-ordinate the efforts of the Allies 
and direct their several Commanders- 
in-Chief in'the field. Foch evideatly 
dominated over them all. The plan

WHAT IS THE OTHER SIDE? 

All this is very trenchant and swee- 
ping, and,-both the -scientifie -mind 
and thé spirit of fairness instinctively 
put themsélves on their guard in 
Presence of'extreme sweep and 
trenchancy.

| Being a territory of the United 
States, however, these Islands come 
under the acts and provisions-of the 
Constitution of the United States 
and therefore came under ‘this pro- 
hibition ruling in 1919.. The Philip- 
pines, being 8 protectorate, require a 
special Act af Congress. This is trae, 
also, in Chins, where Americanlaw 
is followed, as much as possible as 
to procedure but where constitutional 
acts must be made specifically to 
apply. ; 

This was brought out very: clearly 
by Judge. Lobingier when he gave 
judgment on the motion for a new 
trial by jury in the esse against 
Furbush. He cited the Ross. case 
when the Federal Supreme . Coutt 
made the raling on: 

“ By the Constitution a government 
is ordained and established for ‘ The 
United States of America,’ and not 


States or who are bronght there for 
trial . . . and not. to residents 
or sajourners abroad.” 2 ae 

The Volstead Act, itself, applies 
only.to the manufacture, sale, and 
transportation of liquor. That fact 
very simply the story of its 
effect in such a.-port .as Shanghai.

since the majority of American citizens

land, it is the duty of every American 
wherever he is to prove his loyalty
